The Vanderventer trail leading 
from Palm Canyon camp ground, up 
Palm Canyon to Vanderventer Flat, 
is very old; probably an ancient In­ 
dian thoroughfare that later became 
of frequent use to the white man 
but now fallen into almost total dis­ 
use with the opening of the Palms- 
to-Pines Highway. Each time I trav­ 
el such a trail, it seems to be again 
traveled by those who have 
long 
since passed on; moccasin-footed In­ 
dians, happy, contented, on 
their 
way to the Pinon forests and moun­ 
tain camps above the heat of the 
desert; prospectors, poking their way 
here and there, followed by plodding 
burros; early settlers on their way 
back 
to 
their 
mountain 
homes, 
dreaming of the time when 
more 
people would come and 
recognise 
the value of their holdings, always 
failing to see that the pioneer rare­ 
ly wins big stakes but that the new­ 
comer catching things on the 
re­ 
bound, cashes in: an occasional party 
of dudes, on horseback, braving the 
wilds for a day, wondering 
how 
much longer it is until something to 
eat, travels the trail today; and 
in 
May, 19il, a naturalist and small 
party hiking fifteen miles just to see 
what there is along this old trail. 


We motored to Ribbon wood, 
on the Palms-to-Pines highway, 
where we met Mr. Howell, the 
owner. 
Ribbon w ood is a de­ 
lightful spot where many pic­ 
nics have been held by the ho­ 
tels for Palm Springs visitors. 
From there one can look down 
Palm Canyon to Palm Springs, 
across Pinon Flat, and up to the 
Santa 
Rosa 
mountains. 
Mr. 
Howell is constructing a trail to 
connect with the Vanderventer 
Trail, a few miles down the can­ 
yon. 
When this trail is com­ 
pleted this fall, it will be pos­ 
sible to ride from Palm Springs 
to Ribbon wood, on horseback, 
spend the night and return the 
next day, or if time and inclina­ 
tion permit, make a trip to the 
top of Toro 
mountain 
from 
which is to be had one of the 
finest views in California. 


KibbonwouJ U named 
after 
a 
shrub (Adcnostoma sparsifolium), 
the bark of which peels in ribbons. 
In the good old days, this shrub was 
called red shank but this has given 
way to the more euphonious Ribbon- 
wood. I never have found how the 
name red shank came into being but 
it is probably the invention of one 
of the old prospectors who had a gift 
for dubbing localities 
and 
things 
with red blooded, descriptive, iden­ 
tification. 
The shanks, so to speak, 
of this shrub are red. 


We struck the trail just be­ 
low Ribbon wood, made our way 
into the upper canyon. 
Along 
the way Mr. Howell pointed out 
this shrub and that flower un­ 
til finally I asked him where he 
learned so much about the flora. 
It has been my experience that 
owners of large tracts of land 
know next to nothing of the 
native growth. He said that he 
did not have to travel to meet 
people, they came to his place 
and occasionally someone called 
who could tell him about the 
flora.

the new site

C onstruction will begin w ith­ 
in a short time.

There is yet a mile or so of trail 
to be constructed to the main trail, 
so we followed down the stream un­ 
til we came to a conspicuous pin­ 
nacle rock which marks the place 
where the Vanderventer trail leaves 
the canyon and climbs up 
to the 
bench land. From there on we fol­ 
lowed the old trail down to Palm 
Canyon camp grounds. 


It is always interesting to note 
the change in vegetation as one 
passes from one elevation to an­ 
other. Gradually we left the 
characteristic flora of the higher 
elevation and here and there ap­ 
peared a desert willow, a sage 
bush, and flowers that indicat­ 
ed we were approaching desert 
country. The number of flow­ 
ers was surprising. I collected 
nearly fifty specimens of differ­ 
ent varieties. 


Little Paradise Valley is a pretty 
little place about midway between 
Palm Canyon camp ground and Rib- 
bonwood. 
In the canyon, nearby, 
we ate lunch, rested and discussed 
the hike. We had a novel addition 
to this lunch that I will tell 
you 
about in the last paragraph. 


Just 
before 
reaching 
the 
heavy growth of palms, the 
trail leaves the canyon, follow­ 
ing the low hill to the east, oc­ 
casionally 
dropping 
into 
a 
branch canyon for a short dis­ 
tance.

RATTLESNAKE ON 
BUMPER OE CAR 
THREATENS MAN 


How would you like to find your­ 
self face to face within a few Inches 
of a 
rattlesnake? This is exactly 
what 
happened in the heart of the 
village yesterday to u 
Palm Springs 
man. 


An employe for the telephone com­ 
pany 
w as working in front of the 
Central Hotel Annex yesterday about 
10:15 a. 111., when passersby noticed 
a large diumondlmck rattcsnake coll­ 
ed on the bumper of a car less than 
a foot aw ay from th e unsuspecting 
workman. 
At first it was thought 
that the snake was dead 
and 
had 
been colled up 011 the bum per of the 
car by some practical 
joker; 
but 
closer investigation proved to the con­ 
trary. 
After th e telephone man was safe­ 
ly out of the way, L. A. Moore, an em­ 
ploye of the Central Hotel, took the 
spotlight. 
He rushed to his workshop 
back of the Central Hotel Annex and 
rigged up a pole with a noose of 
string on the end nnd a draw cord as 
long as the pole Itself. 
W ith this 
equipm ent he caught the snake and 
put it in a wooden box. 
In the box and safely screened In, 
closer scrutiny of the reptile was pos­ 
sible. 
H e proved to be a diamond- 
back, rath e r reddish in color, about 
two feet long. 
Twelve rattles and a 
button could be counted. 
W hen the excitem ent had alm ost 
died down, new com plications arose. 
A man cam e looking for his escaped 
rattlesnake. The m an was J. B. W or­ 
ley of Long 
Beach. 
Mr. 
W orley's 
hobby is catching rattlesnakes, which 
he gives to a friend who has a snake 
exhibit on the Pike in Long Beach. 
This friend also uses these snakes in 
making 
anti-venom. 
W orley 
had 
caught the suuke and put it in a 
stout canvas creel which he uses for 
this purpose, and had then put the 
creel In the back of his cat 
While 
he was aw ay from the car the rattler 
had craw led out of the bag and as­ 
sumed his position-on the bum per of 
the car jvhere he was found. 
W órldy has carried 
hundreds 
of 
snakes in his canvas creel, he said, 
<but this one was the first ever to es­ 
cape. He paid Mr. Moore a rew ard for 
catching the diatnondback and for the 
stout screened-in box in which he de­ 
cided he would carry the rattler buck 
to Long Beach.

SURVEY 
Roosevelt in 1936? 
Inflation? 
Third Party? 
It perm itted to express their real 
opinions, how would people view the 
outlook? 
We have just com pleted a 
nation-w ide survey to ascertain the 
sen tim en t of the voters throughout 
th e length and breadth of the country 
o n various questions affecting both 
th e business outlook and the 
New 
Deal. 
Perhaps the outstanding ques­ 
tion of political 
im portance 
is 
on 
R oosevelt's chances ot reelection. 
A 
surprisingly heavy m ajority of states 
declare in favor of him against any 
R epublican or third-party candidate. 
P resident Well Ahead. — According 
to our survey the President stands 
to be re-elected in 1936 by a vote of 
a t least 363 out of a total of 531 
votes in the electoral college. On the 
basis of the Babson questionnaire he 
should carry at least 34 out of the 48 
states. 
Of the rem aining 14 states, 
7 are listed as doubtful and 7 are defi­ 
nitely 
Republican. 
The Republican 
sta te s include Pennsylvania and Mich­ 
igan. 


V oters reach no clear-cut conclusion 
a s to a third party in 1936. 
The m a­ 
jority, however, declare against the 
probability of such a party. 
T hat a 
th ird party, should it be formed, will 
have no appreciable effect on the out­ 
com e is another conclusion from our 
survey. 
Roosevelt's personal strength, 
how ever, is not paralleled by any ap­ 
proaching support for his program . 
T his reflects less confidence th an 
a 
y ear ago. 
New Deal U nder Fire.— Even his 
stro n g est personal supporters are div­ 
ided about 50-50 on the tw o questions: 
"H ave you lost confidence in the New 
Deal?" and "Has business recovery 
been because of or in spite of the 
P resid en t's program ?” It is clear th at 
public sentim ent is confused. 
Many 
who support the President as the best 
available leader for the country at 
th is tim e criticize much of his recov­ 
ery program . 
No F ea r of Inflation.—One safe de­ 
duction from the survey is th at the 
voters are not now apprehensive over 
inflation. 
In fact, m any report th at 
•they w ere more anxious over this sub­ 
jec t som e months ago than they are 
today. 
T his is reassuring to the ex­ 
tent th at it roveals no undue concern 
o v e r the outlook such as would tend 
to be expressed in a flight at this tim e 
from the dollar into such tangibles as 
re a l estate, commodities and equities. 
Business Moving Up. — V oters de­ 


posit a m ajority ballot that business 
recovery, wholly apart from direct or 
indirect 
Government 
pump-priming 
aid, Is proceeding In a reassuring fash­ 
ion. 
Clients must of course bear in 
mind th at the 1936 elections are still 
a year and a half distant. 
Much can 
happen, particularly in 
politics, 
to 
change the picture In 
this 
period. 
Meanwhile, this survey refitcts com­ 
prehensive and definite trends of the 
national viewpoint on many im portant 
questions today. 
Long-pull Position Strengthened.— 
Recent advances of the m arket were 
encouraging. The upswing lifted many 
stocks, including several on the Super­ 
vised List, to new high both for 1935 
and for recent years. 
Furtherm ore, 
the m ovem ent broadened to include 
not only industrials but utilities and 
also rails to some extent. 
A pparent­ 
ly, several influences combined 
to 
create the rise: Pressure of idle funds, 
good earnings, possibly some renewed 
thoughts of inflation—and further real- j 
ization th at fundam ental forces 
are 
working oil the upside. 
Regardless 
of the shorter swings, 
we 
expect 
higher levels as 
the 
Babson-chart 
m akes fu rth er recovery tow ard nor- j 
mat. 


Firm ness in Bonds.— Possibilities of 
world currency stabilization, strength­ 
ened by the M orgenthau address, em­ 
phasize again the im portance of diver­ 
sification. 
W e repeat: 
Keep part of 
your funds in good bonds. 
The bond

displayed 
considerable 
firmness. 
Of course, 
even 
norm al 
credit expansion and business 
im­ 
provem ent m ay finally bear down on 
bonds, especially the higher ratings. 
High-grade issues are 
already at 
a 
level where they can hardly be expect­ 
ed to advance much further. 
Some 
lower-grade issues where earnings are 
a factor should advance with better 
business. 
In your bond selections, 
however, continue to place 
security 
above all other considerations. 
More R eplacem ent Orders. — Sales 
ot autom obiles due largely to replace­ 
ment buying are in very gratifying 
volume, and this tendency m ay con-¡ 
tinue throughout the sum m er m onths, j 
W ith the vacation season 
a t 
hand, 
there will be a surge of replacem ent 
buying of tires. 
There are 
other 
lines. 
Household furnishings already 
show a pick-up. 
The house is coming 
in for its sh are of im provem ent, and 
along with the modernization of all 
types of buildings, there should 
ho 
still fu rth er sales of household fur­ 
nishings, equipm ent, fixtures, etc. Fac­ 
tories are replacing

machinery 
with up-to-date equipm ent, in order to 
produce goods at a profit. 
Clothing 
is still reasonably priced, and wher­
